It has been the aim of the Commissioners in all cases to 
properly aid and care for those in actual need of assistance. 
Those at the Almshouse have been at all times supplied 
with a plenty of good and wholesome food, comfortable 
beds and clothing, and with such care as necessary to make 
them comfortable, subject to only such restraints as have 
been deemed necessary for their own good and the proper 
management of the institution. 

We have had a school a large part of the year, consisting 
of from twenty to twenty-five children, taught by Miss Cole. 
The progress in learning will compare favorably with any of 
our district schopls. 

Religious services are held at the Almshouse each week, 
the most part of the year on Sabbath afternoon, at which 
many clergymen of the county have kindly offered their ser-

vices, for which we feel grateful, and hope in the future ‘oth- 
ers may assist us in the same direction. 

A new Asylum for the Insane has been built at the Coun- 
ty Farm during the past year and fitted up and put in run- 
ning condition at an expense of $3,774.33. We have remoy- 
ed our insane from the asylum at Concord to the asylum at 
the farm. 

Mr. C. E. Caswell as Superintendent, and Mrs. Caswell 
as matron, have faithfully and efficiently performed their 
duty to the many persons placed under their charge, and to 
the entire satisfaction of the Commissioners. We cheerfully 
return our thanks to the assistants for the manner in which 
they have performed their duties.

Mediéal teportt. 


Another year is passed. This, like all the others, has 
been plenteous in the mercies and the blessings of Heaven 
to sweeten and mitigate the bitter and severe adversities . 
incident to this life. Again it becomes the duty of the 
medical incumbent of the Strafford County Alms-House to 
make a report for the current year 1874, ending the last 
day of February, 1875,—being the second Annual Medical 
Report. 

And first, thanksgiving and praise are due to Almighty 
God, the maker and ruler of heaven and earth, whose Prov- 
idence,— kind, ever-watchful, all-wise and beneficent,—has 
kept us as in the hollow of his hand, and has not permitted 
any pestilential plague in the shape of an epidemic to come 
nigh this dwelling. It is true that influenza has been quite 
prevalent, although it has run its course for the most part 
very mildly. It may not be amiss, however, to state that 
there has been more than the usual amount of sickness dur- 
ing the year, which has been comprised in individual and 
sporadic cases. There have been 120 medical visits, and 
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in addition to the extemporaneous ones, 2052 prescriptions 
have been dispensed. Somewhat more than the usual rate 
of mortality has obtained, which is clearly traceable to the 
great amount of chronic disease, the advanced age of the 
subjects, and undue severity of the winter. And lastly it 
is proper to mention the questionable and cruel practice of 
sending patients to the alms-house in a moribund cendition. 

Allusion was made in the last Report to the interior 
management of the house. Mention was made of some of 
the causes which tend to promote health,—such as bathing, 
good light, ventilation, good substantial and varied food, 
and religious observances when practicable. Mention may 
now be made of another cause. Reference is had to clean- 
liness, which is said to be akin to godliness. It has been 
well said that eternal vigilance is the price of liberty ; it 
may be as appropriately said that ceaseless scrubbing is 
the price of neatness. Of the truth of the latter, Mrs. Cas- 
well, the Matron,seems to be well aware. Mr. Caswell 
also joins and sees to it that everything is done orderly 
and systematically. 

Too much praise, indeed, cannot be awarded to Mr. C., 
the Superintendent, for the in-door and out-door manage- 
ment for the welfare of this Institution. Of both Matron 
and Superintendent, it may be emphatically said,—they are 
the right persons in the right place. 

Allusion was also made to the miserable lock-up oc- 
cupied by the insane. This is now happily numbered 
among the*things that were, and has given place to a neat 
and commodious two-storied Asylum, well warmed, lighted, 
and ventilated ; having some thirty separate rooms as a re- 
treat for the insane. This edifice has been built during the 
past season by the present able and efficient board of County 
Commissioners. In addition to the former occupants of the 
Insane Asylum, eight hopelessly insane have been brought 
from the State Lunatic Asylum and lodged in this County 
retreat, where they can receive appropriate treatment at a 
much cheaper rate. 
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Having made this Report with all possible brevity, it 
now remains only to extend my ardent, sincere thanks to 
the Superintendent and Matron; also to the County Com- 
missioners, for the uniform kindness and urbanity with 
which they have treated me, and for the ample facilities 
which they have afforded me for the furtherance of the du- 


ties of my station.
